
Cautious 
welcome 
to latest 
Crossrail 
pledge 

A CAUTIOUS welcome has been 
given by Greenwich Council to 
the announcement from 
Crossrail that any financial 
review of the scheme will not 
involve the removal of any 
stations. 

The announcement came after 
the council had stepped up 
efforts to push the case for a 
Crossrail station in Abbey Wood 
and the Royal Arsenal in 
Woolwich. 

The council, local businesses 
and groups have campaigned 
consistently for Crossrail - the 
new high frequency, west-to-east 
railway across London - to 
include Woolwich as well as 
Abbey Wood. 

Council leader Chris Roberts 
told GT: “While we remain 
cautious, this latest 
announcement is a step in the 
right direction for Greenwich 
residents. The case for Crossrail 
- and specifically stations south 
of the river, Woolwich and 
Abbey Wood - is unquestionable. 
“The southern spur, as the 
Woolwich and Abbey Wood 
section is known, will be the 
busiest and will generate the 
most economic benefits on

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Last chance for Grassroots grant 


VOLUNTARY groups 
working to build 
community spirit have a 
few more days to apply for 
a Grassroots Grant. 

Funds of up to £5,000 are 
available to community 
projects that bring local 
communities together and 
help them to improve their 
neighbourhoods. 

The money is available 
through the Capital 


Community Foundation, a 
group of public and private 
donors trying to create 
social change in London. 
Voluntary and community 
groups only have until 
Friday (October 8) to make 
an application as the 
government-funded grant is 
being cut. Groups can apply 
if they have been active in 
the local area for at least 
one year and they have an 


annual income of less than 
£30,000. 

Catherine Pinhorn is the 
artistic director of Pindrop 
Theatre, which runs drama 
projects with young 
offenders. The group got a 
£5,000 grant to help run a 
second tour of a new play 
in local schools, colleges 
and youth centres. 

“The money helped us to 
reach over a thousand 


young people who all had 
an opportunity to say 
something. We need project 
funding to carry on as we 
only come together when 
we have this kind of 
funding.”

Dogs and their owners show their class

FIFTY-PLUS dogs and 
their owners attended a 
ground-breaking canine 
awareness and education 
show in Shrewsbury Park, 
Shooters Hill. 

The event was organised by PC 
Fiona Genovese from the 
Shooters Hill Safer 
Neighbourhoods Team and co- 
ordinators Jenny and Graham 
Penn of the Eaglesfield Park 
Neighbourhood Watch Scheme. 

The event focused on the 
health, care and behaviours of 
canine companions, while 
promoting responsible dog 
ownership and raising 
awareness about new laws - 
including where you can have a 
dog off the lead, fouling, fines 
and Greenwich Council’s BARK 
initiative targeting issues 
around anti-social behaviour 
and the mistreatment of dogs. 

The Met Police, Pets at Home, 
Companion Care Vet, 
Greenwich Council’s parks and 
open spaces department and 
the Dog Liaison Team all joined 
in on a fun and furry day. 

PC Genovese told GT: “The day 
exceeded my expectations. It 
was a great opportunity for dog 
owners to talk to each other and 


to key contacts in the borough 
who are part of a partnership 
approach to enforcement. 

“Dog walkers can see the 
work going on in the Shooters 
Hill Police area and in turn 
can pass on the information.” 

Met Police dog handler 
Mandy Chapman and her 
Alsatian Karly - also seen in 


action on the ITV series ‘Send 
in the Dogs’ - proved a bit hit. 
Mandy said: “Engaging with 
people, the community and 
dog owners alike is key to the 
success of these events. You 
can train a canine companion 
to do anything including 
finding your keys if you lose 
them while walking - all 
through the use of scent and 
repetition.” 

Nikki Evans, from Pets at 
Home, Charlton, said: “I am 
really glad to be involved 
with community events like 
this as the Pets at Home team 
are strongly committed to 
promoting responsible dog 
ownership and believe in pets 
before profit. 

“These face-to-face events 
provide a perfect opportunity 
to have open and honest 
conversations with dog 
owners in a light-hearted and 
informal way. Not only do we 
help people and their pets in 


the shop but we keep an eye 
out in our car park for dogs 
locked in cars without access 
to air and call the RSPCA and 
the police to help save 
animals at risk.” 

Companion Care vet Sinead 
Ennis provided on-site 
microchipping services to six 
dogs for a special event price of 
£10, while there was a brisk trade 
in free dog nail clipping and flea 
and worm treatment. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the 
council’s cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services, said: 
“This was a wonderful 
initiative in an area that 
concerns people across the 
borough. Sharing skills and 
information at this level can 
only be good for Greenwich 
and I hope that events like 
this are held regularly to 
raise awareness throughout 
Greenwich.”

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Priority time 


Report to tenants spells 
out top housing targets 


EVERY Greenwich 
Council tenant will 
shortly receive the 
annual report to tenants 
about what the council 
has done during the past 
year and about plans for 
the future. 

The report details: 
•Homes given to 2,322 
households, including 
renting 1,708 council 
homes and 614 housing 
association homes. 

•504 new affordable 
homes by developing new 
homes throughout the 
borough, including 
major developments in 
Kidbrooke, Greenwich 
and Woolwich. The 
council’s top priority is to 
build larger family 
homes to reduce 
overcrowding. The aim is 
to expand the choice and 
quality of housing for 
everyone in Greenwich. 
•More than 2,100 homes 
improved so that almost 
80 per cent now meet the 
Decent Homes standard. 
•Improved rent 
collection and reduced 
arrears by setting up 
specialist income teams. 

The council involves 
residents in all aspects of 
the service, including: 
•Housing panels for local 
issues - over 150 tenants 
and leaseholders are 
members of local 
housing panels. 
•Borough-wide Housing 
Panel for more strategic 
issues affecting the 
whole borough. 
•Agreeing service 
standards, measuring the 
council’s performance 
standards through 
“mystery shopping” - 
focus groups to 
scrutinise and develop 
specific service areas (for 
example, Cleansweep, 
environmental issues, 
London- wide issues and 
building new council 
homes. 

•Initiatives such as 
Neighbourhood Pride in 
Abbey Wood and estate 


inspections. 

•Greenwich being the 
only London borough to 
have been awarded the 
Customer Service 
Excellence (Charter 
Mark) standard in 
recognition of our work 
involving tenants. 

The council’s future 
plans include: 

•More than 1,000 new 
affordable homes during 
2010-11, including 
building 60 new council 
houses. 

•Consulting on changes 
to allocations policy to 
provide positive 
incentives to tenants who 
work or support the 
community. 

•Complete the 
programme to make sure 
all council homes meet 
the Decent Homes 
standard. 

•Selecting partners to 
help redevelop the 
Woolwich Three Estates. 
•Consulting residents on 
changes to seven 
sheltered housing 
schemes. 

•Focusing on residents’ 
key priorities highlighted 
in recent surveys, 
including repairs and 
maintenance and dealing 
with anti-social 
behaviour. 

•Continuing to work 
with the police and other 
agencies to reduce crime 
and disorder - involving 
Safer Neighbourhoods 
Teams; joint training 
seminars for residents 
and staff; the ‘BARK’ 
project dealing with 
dangerous dogs; and the 
Violent and Organised 
Crime Unit (VOCU). 
•Finding ways to save 
money and make the 
service more cost 
effective. 

The council is also 
working with tenants to 
agree service standards for 
the following five areas: 
•Tenant involvement 
•The quality of housing, 
and repairs and 



maintenance 
•Allocating housing and 
the type of tenancy 
offered 

•The effective use of 
resources 

•Dealing with anti-social 
behaviour and estate 
cleanliness. 

Cllr Steve Offord, the 
council’s cabinet member 
for housing, said: “The 
council is committed to 
providing a high standard of 
service in all areas. We want 
to involve residents in the 
process of improving 
services and in checking 
how well we provide them. 
At a recent event with 
tenants we discussed 
service standards, dealing 
with anti-social behaviour 
and estate cleanliness. We 
plan to publish the agreed 
standards of service for 
each of the five areas by 
spring, 2011.”

Crossrail’s own analysis. It is essential 
that the whole line is built in full and 
not delayed by phasing. It’s vital that 
we get clarity on that point.” 

To support the arrival of Crossrail, the 
council had already secured a unique 
funding arrangement for the Royal 
Arsenal Station in Woolwich with the 
private sector, securing the station’s 


funding and reducing costs by up to 
£56m. 

“More than a century ago the North 
Woolwich line was built with a promise 
to extend it south of the the river - it 
has never been extended and we cannot 
take that risk with so many jobs and 
benefits at stake. We cannot fully 
celebrate the latest news until we have 
clarity that the line will be built in full 
with no phasing.”

The 15-minute movie features families 
who are members of the cluster’s Parents’ 
Forum who have been through or were 
going through the process of transferring 
their children from primary to secondary 
school. 

The idea behind the film is to provide 
information about the application 
process so that parents can feel more 
confident when choosing a secondary 
school. 

Jan Beames who is headteacher at 
Cherry Orchard School said: “Secondary 
school transfer is a big issue for parents 
and so many questions come up. Parents 
are concerned that they are going to 
choose the school that is going to meet 
their children’s needs. 

“The advice in the film is that they 
choose a school that’s right for their child 
and hopefully it will encourage parents to 
visit the schools and see for themselves.”

Year 5 children in the cluster’s eight 
primary schools. But it will also be 
available to primary schools across the 
borough and through the council’s Choice 
Advisor who helps families apply for 
schools for their children. 

Charlton cluster manager Deana 
Dunbar works with families to develop 
transition projects between the cluster’s 
primaries and Thomas Tallis secondary 
school. 

She said: “Parents wanted something 
that could help them communicate with 
each other. The DVD gives parents the 
information they need and puts it across 
clearly but what’s really good is that it’s 
been done by parents who have been 
through or were going through the 
transition process.” 

Cardwell Primary School parents Ceri 
Robinson and Raj Mainka are regular 
volunteers at the school and both feature 
in the DVD. 

Ceri, who has two daughters aged six and 
eight, said: “ Moving up to secondary 
school can be quite scary and taking part 
has been really interesting and has helped 
to answer a lot of questions for me. My 
daughter uses a wheelchair so I was 
concerned about the schools being 
accessible.” 

Raj, who has an eight-year-old son, 


added: “When a parent came up to me and 
said they found the DVD helpful I felt we 
had achieved what we set out to do.” 

Aaron Flanagan, whose son transferred 
from St Mary Magdalene to Woolwich 
Polytechnic during the making of the 
film, said: “Being part of the film was a big 
help for me and I got lots of useful 
information.” 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the council’s cabinet 
member for children and young people, 
said: “What’s particularly special about 
this DVD is that local parents have 
brought their own first hand experiences 
to the making of the film, and this insight 
will be appreciated by parents going 
through the process for the first time.” 

She added: “Moving to secondary school 
can be a stressful time for children and 
families, and I am confident that this film 
will provide a helpful and informative way 
of making the process as smooth as 
possible.”

FOR two young women 
it was very much a case 
of Mind over matter 
when they set out on a 
fund-raising bike ride to 
Paris. 

Vicki Prout, a press officer 
with the long-established 
Mind mental health project in 
Greenwich, and housemate 
Antonia Dickman - both 25 
and living in Greenwich - 
were looking for a new 
challenge in their lives. 

Joining 130 other cyclists 
and raising money for 
Greenwich Mind ticked all 
the right boxes and the 
lifelong friends sent into 
serious training for the 75- 
mile a day marathon. 

“We signed up to the

“I used to live in France and 
love the country.

They 
worked out they were 
burning about 4500 calories 
per day, and Vicki said: 
“That's a lot of bananas, 
cereal bars and jelly babies!” 

She added: “I don’t think 
we realised quite how 
much of an undertaking 
the trip was at first, but 
thankfully we got our 
teeth into training. We 
were a bit worried as 
Antonia was ill for about 
six weeks, but thankfully 
she recovered and 
emerged to be super 
speedy - on the trip she got 
the nickname “Queen of 
the Hills”.

Vicki and Antonia had to 
raise £1,300 each. Vicki said: 
“We wrote letters, emails, 
bothered friends, relatives 
and colleagues, and the 
response was amazing. 
Antonia organised a World 
Cup sweepstake at her work 
and I did ‘sponsor a limb’, 
where people got to sponsor 
different parts of me.” 

They have raised almost 
£3,000 between them and 
are still chasing up some 
promised donations. 

“It was fantastic, having 
something to focus on and 
work towards throughout 
the summer was a great 
distraction from other 
work and life stresses. 
We’ve both discovered that 
we love cycling, and the 
memories and friendships 
from the trip will stay with 
us for ever.”

What a relief! 

NEW measures have been introduced to 
help new and existing small businesses. 
The government has increased the level 
of Small Business Rate Relief (SBRR) 
available to eligible businesses. The 
temporary increase runs from October 1 
to September 30, 2011 and is designed to 
reduce fixed costs for commercial 
premises. It means eligible businesses 
with a rateable value of up to £6,000 
will be entitled to 100 per cent relief on 
their bill. Qualifying businesses with a 
rateable value of between £6,001 and 
£12,000, will also be entitled to relief on 
a sliding scale between 100 per cent and 
0 per cent.

Space-themed reward for young readers

FORTY young people who 
successfully completed 
this year’s Summer 
Reading Challenge with 
Greenwich’s libraries 
went into outer space last 
month. 

The launchpad for the 
celebration was the Peter 
Harrison Planetarium at the 
Royal Observatory,

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

“I WAS bored," said my wife. 
fn^\ “It was a travel documentary 

in disguise". 

Harsh words indeed from the 
woman who has every Julia Roberts 
film ever made, on DVD, Blue Ray and 
Video, “just in case"... 

Based on Liz Gilbert’s best-selling 
memoirs - Eat, Pray, Love: One 
Woman's Search for Everything Across 
Italy, India and Indonesia - Eat Pray 
Love marks Julia Roberts latest return 
to the big screen. It tells the tale of a 
successful and well-to-do writer whose 
career, marriage and lifestyle fail to 
excite her leaving her empty and without 
direction. Discarding her distraught 
husband (Billy Crudup), she flies 
headlong into a relationship with a 
youngerversion only to abandon him 
too, before departing for Italy (to Eat), 
India (to Pray) and Bali (to Love). 
Unfortunately however, Roberts fails to 
convince and we quickly lose sympathy 
with the central character. Quite why 
she has to abandon her life forthis 
journey of self-discovery is never clearly 
explained nor are her choices of 
destinations - her so-called Indian guru, 
for example, being her (former) 
boyfriend’s source of inspiration. The 
apparent random nature of her 
departure together with her 
disinclination to attempt any form of 
reconciliation with either her husband 
or her malfunctioning life becomes 
frankly irritating and the movie 
thereafter begins to drag. 

Roberts too is surprisingly, 
disappointing bland, unconvincing and 
lacklustre. Hindered by some truly 
awful dialogue - “when I look into your 
eyes I hear dolphins clapping” -the 
piece de resistance for me, Roberts 
appears tired and to be simply going 
through the motions. We look forward to 
welcoming backthe energetic and feisty 
character who so enchanted us all in 
Erin Brockovich. 

Husband Billy Crudup and boyfriend 
James Franco manage to solicit a 
modicum of sympathy, but it is Richard 
Jenkins who steals the show with his 
blunt and honest criticism of her self- 
indulgent life. Alas, he too is a victim of 
the dialogue - “I thinkthatyou have the 
capacity some day to love the whole 
world”, Jenkins tells her at one point — 
at which I almost walked out. That I 
stayed was largely due the casting of 
Javier Bardem (whose memorable 
performance as a psychopathic serial 
killer in No Country For Old Men, won 
him an Oscar) as Roberts’ love interest. 
His performance was measured, low 
key but nevertheless confident and 
compelling. 

More could also surely have been 
expected from a combination of writer- 
director Ryan Murphy - creator of both 
Nip/Tuckand Glee -and 
cinematographer Robert Richardson of 
JFK and The Aviator fame. 

Verdict: 

The book spent 1 50 weeks in the New 
York Times bestseller list but the 
film fails miserably. 3/10

Manics converted 

Welsh band’s tenth album less angst and more pop 


IN the early 

^ N nineties the Manic 
< Street Preachers 
claimed that they 
would split up 

after the release of their debut 
album, 1992 ’s Generation 
Terrorists. It was a brash claim 
made by an angry young band 
that had built a manifesto on 
overturning the old guard and 
changing music. Fast-forward 
eighteen years and the band 
have released a tenth studio 
album, Postcards From A 
Young Man. 

Two decades since their 
inception as The Clash of their 
generation they have become 
the toothless and tired old 
guard that they once so 
despised. Nicky Wire, Manics’ 
bassist and eternal antagonist 
may still wear too much 
eyeliner and have a penchant 
for feather boas, but gone is the 
vitriolic angry young man who 
promised that the band would 
auto-destruct. It was inevitable 
really - while the band may 
have grudges with the modern 
world they haven’t got that 
much to spit bile about any 
more. 

PFAYM is a return to the 
Everything Must Go territory 
that catapulted the band into 
the mainstream consciousness 
in the mid-90s - epic guitars, 
spiralling string sections and 
thumping crescendos, and 
marks their most proficient and 
commercial output since their 
1996 zenith. While it’s a return

to form of sorts, Wire’s claim 
that the album would be ‘heavy 
metal Tamla Motown’ is 
stretching the reality of what is 
actually delivered. Despite the 
perennial claims that have 
preceded all of their albums, 
the inescapable fact is that it 
sounds just like a Manic Street 
Preachers album. 

Much of the record is standard 
fare and owes much to long- 
term collaborator, Dave 
Eringa’s sweeping production. 


The majority of tracks are filled 
out with the grandeur of 
elaborate strings as well as a 
gospel choir, which, while 
offering soaring melodrama on 
tracks like Golden Platitudes, 
can’t hide what are at times 
wafer-thin songs. The band had 
always intended for PFAYM to 
be commercially friendly, and 
the opening track, (It’s Not War) 
Just The End Of Love sets the 
tone with huge riffs and a 
soaring string accompaniment 


that is akin to ‘Tonight 
Tonight’ era Smashing 
Pumpkins. The album as a 
whole is certainly geared 
towards the higher echelons of 
daytime radio playlists, and 
while veering in to the realms 
of cheesiness on the likes of 
Hazelton Avenue, (which 
inexplicably borrows from 
Lenny Kravitz’s It Ain’t Over 
Till It’s Over), there is still 
enough earnestness in the 
songs for the band to just 
about pull it off. 

Indeed the album has a 
distinctly mid-90s vibe to it, 
particularly in I Think I Found 
It, which chortles along with 
something of a mod revival 
pomp ala Small Faces/Ocean 
Colour Scene. There are other 
genuine signs of life on the 
album, but every time tracks 
like the punk/glam tinted 
Auto-Intoxication, and A 
Billion Balconies Facing the 
Sun promise to blow you away, 
they are yet again drawn in to 
the same tired territory that 
fans - and detractors - of the 
Welsh stalwarts have heard 
over the past decade. 

As the band themselves put it, 
PFAYM is a final shot at ‘mass 
communication’ and while I 
seriously doubt it will 
cultivate the public’s socialist 
leanings, it could well place 
them back at the top of the 
pile.

Greenwich through the ages 


THERE are hundreds of photographs of the 
borough in David Ramzam’s illustrated 
history of Greenwich, and for people who see 
the area daily, the contemporary shots may 
not be the most revelatory: The Co-op - yay! 
Trafalgar Road with some cars on it - sweet! 
A distant glimpse of The 02 from a winter- 
scabbed knoll - great! 

No - it’s the crumpled, sepia tinged black and 
whites scenes in Royal Greenwich Through 
Time that will interest Greenwich-o-philes... 
The stark contrasts between the ‘before’ and 
‘after’ shots include a distinct lack of 
roadworks in Victorian times, and the fact 
that the children of the period look like 35- 
year-olds. Deptford Creek in the 50s is a hive 
of activity; the over hanging top floor of the 
Three Crowns on East Street precarious. The 
comparison pics are well-trodden territory, 
but interesting nonetheless. An ancient still 
of the town centre with the church in the 
background shows that the pedestrian island 
has been there since horse drawn carts 
clopped along, and a trip to ‘the seaside’ on 
Greenwich beach in the 1930s is a 
particularly enduring image. But again the 
modern shots are found wanting. Which is

ironic given the great strides in technology 
since the book’s first lot were taken, and a 
contrast which leaves a few of the new batch 
looking just a little half-baked. Many appear 
hastily snapped, with scant care into 
reframing the new images against the old. 
And some of the local spots that are so 
revered today have just not been given the 
context they deserve: Could the author really 
not have sourced a recent picture looking up 
Trafalgar Road with St. Alfege’s not swathed 
in plastic and scaffold? 

But it’s easy to forget that the character of a 
place is really all about the people - past and 
present - and it is when Ramzam documents 
the locals that the book shines. Showing that 
though little may have changed for long- 
suffering Charlton fans in the Bugle Horn 
since the 1950s, donkey riders on Blackheath 
have long since forsaken petticoats for more 
comfortable gear.

H:R is the prequel to the main trilogy 
of Halo games - set in the year 2552 
players are in control of Noble 6, a 
member of the elite supersoldier 
squad where the battle for the world 
of Reach is ongoing. After games 
developer Bungie finished the fight 
in 2007 with Halo 3, there was only 
one way it could go: back. And that's 
where Halo: Reach begins, before 
the events of the game's seminal 
opener in 2001, Halo: Combat Evolve. 
But that's where the nostalgia ends. 
Everything else in the Halo universe 
is looking forwards: Graphics, audio 
and multiplayer all see vast 
improvements over previous 
iterations of the series, and the 
whole game serves as a fitting 
farewell from Bungie to Halo fans. 
Longtime Halo fans will be happy to 
see their favourite gameplay style 
return for the prequel, whilst the two 
levels set in aerial vehicles (one in 
space) inject new depth into the 



series. Reach’s story is compelling, 
however it does lack depth. 

But where the game really shines is 
the multiplayer options, there is new 
refined game modes which can 
literally eat hours of time without 
you even realising it. Halo Reach 
provides the single best multiplayer 
experience I’ve ever enjoyed on the 
Xbox 360, and with DLC 
(downloadable content) rumours 
beginning to swirl, we can expect 
many more hours of fun in the

Alexander, who clubbed the ball 
into the roof of the net through 
a tableau of defensive statues.
